THOMAS LYNCH. 


The first of the "signers" of the 


Declaration of Independence to die 
was Thomas Lynch, who was also the 
youngest of the men who 
affixed 


their signatures to that Immortal 
document. Lynch was born In Prince 
George Parish, S. C., 176 years ago 
today, August 5, 1749. He was only 
26 when Congress declared the In- 
dependence of the Colonies, there- 
fore the baby of that great company 
of liberty-pioneers.
